The Carson papers forget the inter- 
ests of the State at large entirely, in 
the matter of the State Convention, 


party all to pieces, rather than to have 
Carson lose her perquisites. Which- 
ever way it goes, it is a small and 
foolish squabble and will injure the 
party, If the Convention goes 10 
Carson the Democrats will undoubedly 
come here, and vice versa. Reno is 
not inclined te insist upon having the 
Convention here to the iment of 
the party. But the desire to have it 
here came not from Reno, but from 
distant parts of the State. If it goes 


have to come to Reno (arriving at 8 
o'clock in the evening) remaia over 
night aad rise very carly in the moru- 
ing to get on the traiu for Carson. 
Returning, the same delay at Reno 
vccurs, On the contrary, no such 
hardship occurs to the people who 
come through Carson on their way, if 
it meets at Reno.

So, if the numbers.were equal, Reno 
would be the better place for the Con- 
vention, But the odds in numbers 
are also in favor of Reno. If it meets 
here, 46 persons will have to ride from 
Carson here and back. if it goes to 
Carson, 51 people must ge from here 
to Carson and back. Reno is willing 
to leave the matter in the hands of 
the State Central Committe and if 
they thiok it best for a change, no one 
here will be found to make a fuss; but

Story of Sudge Lausing’s Married Life 
as Related by Himself.

FLYING POISON, 
What Constitates the Dust of Cities 
and Towns. 

An analysis of the dust that is 
heaped up in little winrows by the 
gusts which play around the street 
corners was recently made by Mr. 
Hanks, the State Mineralogist of Cali- 
fornia, Under the microscope it pre- 
sents a disgusting appearance. Being 
mixed with water the solution was in- 
expressibly filthy and vile, but on 
examination microscopically no living 
Forms were observed. In six hours it 
was ain examined and found to be 
alive with monads. Mr. Hanks says: 
„ noticed one animalcule in particu- 
lar which I did noi find figured in the 
books, and which I have never ob- 
served before. It is sluggish in its 
movements, When highly magnified 
it resembles an earth worm. It moves 
very slowly, without turning, and I 
could not decide at which end the 
head was, as it moved with equal 
facility in either direction. Great 
numbers of these forms could be seen 
in the field of the instrument at the 
same time, swimming with slow mo- 
tion from side to side. 

It is not pleasant to think that great 
quantities of this vile substance—use- 
ful only asa ferti'izer—lie in our E 
cipal streets, and that it is blown 
about to be inhaled by ourselves and 
children. It finds its way into our 
houses, and when the carpet is swept 
or our clothes cleaned it rises in dusty 
particles to fill our lungs, and perhaps 
to deposit the germs of obscure dis- 
eases. It gets into the tanks on the 
house-tops, and we drink it im our tea 
and eat it in our food. May it not be 
that certain dieeates which are 
charged to sewer gas have their origin 
in this cause?
